SHANGHAI. UF )—Generalissimo 
Chlang Kai-Shek was said by Chi¬ 
nese sources today to have ex¬ 
pressed dissatisfaction to the Brit¬ 
ish ambassador over rGeat Brit¬ 
ain’s Far Eastern policies, and to 
have hinted strongly that the time 
for a showdown had arrived. 

This was disclosed as the Brit¬ 
ish ambassador, Sir Archibald 
Clark Kerr, returned to Shanghai 
from a conference with Chiang 
’’somewhere in Hunan” province. 
Informed quarters said the con¬ 
ference might be the turning point 
in the Anglo-Chinese relations. 

Sir Archibald declined to dis¬ 
cuss his talks with the generalis¬ 
simo other than to say Chiang was 
"well, fit and optimistic.” 

Chinese sources said, however, 
that Chiang told the ambassador 
Britain had failed to carry on the 
traditional Anglo-Chinese relation¬ 
ship. 

He was said to have told Sir 
Archibald that unless British pol¬ 
icies were changed, and aid was 
forthcoming, China would be 
forced to turn elsewhere. In that 
event, Chiang was reported to have 
said, Britain’s dominance in China 
would fade away, and the power 
that provides the needed help 
would become the paramount in¬ 
fluence in Chinese foreigpi affairs.

MEEHAN TELLS 
DRIVER'S DUTY 
AFTER MISHAP 

By CAPT. H. C. MEEHAN 

It has been called to the atten¬ 
tion of this department that many 
motorists are laboring under false 
delusions as to what the law re¬ 
quires, or might we say. allows, 
them to do under certain condi- 
;ions when there has been a seri- 
>U8 accident. 

Recently, in this county, a mo- 
iorist, whose car had been hit by 
mother motor vehicle and two 
persons badly injured, refused to 
Ulow any of those present to 
touch or administer first aid to 
the injured, stating it was a vio¬ 
lation of the law to do so. 

Nothing could be further from 
the requirements of the law. Sec¬ 
tion 480 of the Cslifomia Vehicle 
Code makes it a felony if a per¬ 
son involved in an accident where 
someone is either injured or killed 
fails to stop and render aid. Sec¬ 
tion 482 states "the driver of any 
vehicie involved in an accident 
that resuits in injury or death of 
any person shall give his name, 
address, the registration number 
of his vehicle, the name of the 
owner and shall, upon request, ex¬ 
hibit his operator’s or chauffeur's 
license to the person struck or the 
driver or occupants of the vehicle 
collided with, and shall render to 
any person injured in such acci¬ 
dent reasonable assistance, includ¬ 
ing the carrying or the making 
arrangements for the carrying of 
such injured person or persons to 
a physician, hospital or first aid 
station for medical or surgical 
treatment if it is apparent that 
such treatment is necessary or if 
such carrying is requested by the 
injured person or persons." 

The foregoing is what you are 
compelled to do by law in the 
event you are involved in such 
tsrpe of an accident. If you ar¬ 
rive at the scene of an accident 
where someone has been injured, 
it is your duty to see that aid is 
given the injured in so far as it is 
possible to do. Many times the 
assistance given the injured is the 
very means of saving a life. Many 
times a person is badly cut as the 
result of an accident and bleeding 
badly from a lacerated artery. 
Such a person will bleed to death 
in a very few minutes if the 
bleeding is not stopped. 

Does it sound reasonable that it 
would be a violation of the law 
to render assistance? 

In the event that a person is 
dead and lying on the highway 
as the result of an accident then 
the body must remain until the 
coroner arrives or until the cor¬ 
oner has given permission to re¬ 
move the same from the scene of 
the accident. If there is any 
chance to save a life, render any 
assistance possible and you are in 
no way violating the law. 

It is also well to remember that 
crowding the highway at the scene 
of an accident may result in an¬ 
other accident. If the injured are 
being taken care of do not stop 
as you may be the cause of .an¬ 
other accident. Your cooperation 
in these matters will be greatly 
appreciated.

The enclos¬ 
ure was a column written from 
Massachusetts, by the well known 
statistician, Roger W, Babson. 

The coluumn was written prev¬ 
ious to the recent election and in 
general was a lambasting of all 
kinds of idealistic old age secur¬ 
ity programs which have objec¬ 
tives including the giving of an- 
nutles to elderly people who are 
not in absolute need. Babson has 
all along been an enemy of the 
Townsend plan and has written 
many articles which have given 
evidence of his ignorance of the 
true facts of its program. It is, 
therefore, not strange that he 
should start on another rampage 
when he sees rapid growth of 
opinions taking place which are 
contrary to his own on this sub¬ 
ject. 

Why a man of Babson’s knowl¬ 
edge will write about a subject 
which he apparently has never 
really investigated is a conun¬ 
drum. When the nation has -so 
long been in a state of doldrums 
and needs some sort of a na¬ 
tional recovery plan which will 
return to its citizens needed op¬ 
portunities of employment and 
business revival it would seem 
that a statistician would at least 
look into the merits of any plan 
offered. But this, Babson does 
not do. Instead he bundles the 
California "ham and eggs plan” 
along with all other old age eco¬ 
nomic programs including the 
Townsend plan into one classifi¬ 
cation, all of which, using his 
own words, he describes as "fan¬ 


tastic pension schemes." 

In the first paragraph of his 
article he says: "But the political 
exploiting oi mese xanLasiic pen¬ 
sion schemes is a real menace 
to the nation’s security. Every 
one of the ideas—from the orig¬ 
inal Townsend scheme to the cur¬ 
rent ham and eggs for Califor¬ 
nia’s version—could give us a pe¬ 
riod of wild inflation and end up 
by bankrupting the nation.” 

What Mr. Babson evidently 
doesn’t know is that the Town¬ 
send plan is a pay as you go plan 
and makes impossible any gov¬ 
ernmental Indebtedness resulting 
from its operation. This writer 
has never heard of a nation or 
even a busines.s institution that 
paid its bills as rapidly as they 
originated becoming bankrupt. 
Under the Townsend program, an¬ 
nuities would not be paid in any 
larger monthly amounts to the 
aged than the 2 per cent transac¬ 
tion tax collected monthly and 
placed in a separate fund of the 
United States treasury would in¬ 
sure to the nation a capability 
of doing. Annuities would be 
paid in amounts comparable to the 
volume of bu.siness being expe¬ 
rienced by the business institut- 
tions of the nation and according 
to the spending power enjoyed 
by the citizens. Mr. Bab.son 
writes fluently but he writes the 
same old hooey that has charac¬ 
terized his ideas on this subject 
in the past. He needs to learn 
that in this afe the nation’s eco¬ 
nomics along with other things 
must be streamlined for rapid go¬ 
ing. This, the Townsend plan will 
do.

Mail carriers of Orange county 
today stepped into an active role 
in the fight against tuberculosis. 

They delivered 20,000 letters in 
various communities of the coun¬ 
ty, each containing gay CSiristmas 
seals for use on holiday mail and 
packages. 

Postal employes have a special 
interest in this year’s Christmas 
seals, as each sheet contains the 
picture of a member of their pro¬ 
fession. Einar Holboell, the Dan¬ 
ish postal clerk, who Invented the 
idea of selling an extra stamp to 
raise funds for anti-tuberculosis 
work. 

The story of this postal clerk 
was recounted today by Mrs. Edna 
Hewitt Crawford, executive secre¬ 
tary of the Orange County Tuber¬ 
culosis and Health association, 
in explaining the special interest 
of the mail carriers here. 

"One December night in 1903," 
Mrs. Crawford said, "Einar Hol¬ 
boell was sorting stacks of Christ¬ 
mas cards and packages in a 
Copenhagen postoffice. As he 
toiled, his thoughts turned to poor 
children with tuberculosis. Sud¬ 
denly he had an inspiration. lYhy 
could not the Christmas spirit be 
harnessed in a practical way to a 
great movement to fight the dread 
disease ? Why not an extra stamp 
on every Yuletide greeting? 

"Out of this vision came the 
tuberculosis Christmas seal, sold 
first in Denmark in 1904 and now 
an international weapon in the 
fight against tuberculosis. The 
seal idea was adopted in this 
country in 1907.”

No attempt will be made, he 
said, to inquire into internal dis¬ 
sension within the federal com¬ 
munications commission nor to in¬ 
quire into that body’s specific 
acts. 

"I am not interested,” White 
said, "in exposing any dirty linen, 
if there is dirty linen. What I 
have in mind is an objective study 
of radio problems, the goal of 
which would be congressional en¬ 
actment of a general policy to 
be followed by the commi.ssion.” 

He said he would ask for an 
inquiry into the following prob¬ 
lems; 

1. Chain owner.ship and control 
of individual broadcasting stations 
through affiliations. 

2. Newspaper interest in and 
control of radio stations. 

3. The granting of superpower 
permits. 

4. International broadcasting by 
government and private agencies. 

5. Patent control and the pos¬ 
sibility of the growth of mono¬ 
polistic practices through exclu¬ 
sive patent contracts. 

6. The degree of control and re¬ 
sponsibility of radio stations for 
libel that goes out in their pro¬ 
grams.

A new General Welfare pension 
act, slightly modified from the 
present act now in congressional 
committee, was promised today by 
Rep.

SAN tTlANCISCO. (JP) — The 
state supreme court, which last 
month ruled that Legislative com¬ 
mittees had no legal right to func¬ 
tion when the legislature was not 
in session, vacated its original 
judgment and granted a rehearing 
on the question Wednesday. 

The ruling came on motions for 
rehearing filed Nov. IG by the sen¬ 
ate interim committee to study 
methods of promoting temperate 
u.se of alcoholic bevera.ges and the 
assembly interim committee on 
public morals. 

Seventeen attorneys had joined 
In the petition as "friends of the 
court.” 

The question arose when 11 wit¬ 
nesses declined to testify before 
the public morals committee about 
vice and gambling conditions in 
Los Angeles on the ground the 
committee had no legal right to 
exist. Their contention was upheld 
by a Los Angeles superior court. 

Ralph Swing, as chairman of the 
senate Interim committee, appealed 
to the supreme court when the 
committee failed to per.suade Con¬ 
troller Harry B. Riley to release 
expense money for it. The court 
held the state senate was not a 
"continuing body" and denied the 
writ of mandate. 

In its previous opinion, the su¬ 
preme court held that the fact that 
committees have functioned in 
California for many years made no 
difference in its opinion that u.sage 
and custom could not create a 
right for committees to function 
tteyond life of the legislature under 
which they were appointed. 

The decision today vacates that 
ruling and opens the question for 
reconsideration.

Avocados are scheduled for a 
good year. 

This prediction was made today 
by George B. Hodgkin, manager 
of Calavo Growers of Callfom a. 
who said an exceptional year is 
ahead despite the sizable crop 
now starting to move to market. 

Demand for locally-grown Cal¬ 
avo avocados has increased 40 
per cent since three years ago, 
Hidgkin said, due chiefly to grow¬ 
ers' consistent advertising. 

Hodgkin predicted substantially 
heavier new planting within the 
next two years because of the 
good returns from the 1938 crop 
compared with returns from al¬ 
most all other fruits. He warned 
against a sudden increase of new 
plantings or replacement of citrus 
with avocados, however.

"Florida citrus growers nave 
not yet learned to cooperate as 
well as we have.

Members of a co¬ 
operative cannot .shoulder the full 
burden of removing heavy sur¬ 
pluses while unorganized produc- 
er.s sell their entire crops at pro¬ 
tected prices . . . 

”... Tue.sday night T told how 
the exchange initiated the oran,ge 
prorate ... I told how 82 per cent 
cf the growers had si'med for 
this agreement through 'heu' 
packing houses and how a small 
minority had now succeeded in 
temporarilv hloclting proration. 
C.ASE OF LEMONS 

’’The case with lemons Is even 
more amazing. For the past 10 
years there has been an average 
lemon surplus of 20 per cent. But 
all during this period lemons 
brought good prices ... In 1935. 
however, the lemon surplus 
reached the alarming figure of .35 
per cent. Even larger surpluses 
were .seen ahead . . . The exchange 
initiated a petition to bring lem¬ 
ons under the state prorate. Sev¬ 
en out of every eight growers 
signed it.

WASHINGTON. (/P)—Army offi¬ 
cials, consulting with the aviation 
industry today, were reported to 
have set an airplane production 
goal of 1000 a month to match 
Germany. 

The army officers themselves 
were silent on their plans to speed 
the output of military aircraft but 
informed persons said the national 
government hoped to realize the 
1000 plane goal in two years or 
less. 

Working at top speed to fill do¬ 
mestic and fo.eign military orders, 
American aircraft factories have 
been able to turn out only 320 
planes a month thus far this year. 

Aircraft manufacturers were 
summoned here as a first step to- 
ward real'zation of President 
Roosevelt’s announced Intention to 
c.xpand defenses with security of 
the entire western hemisphere In 
view.

"Is this three minutes sufficient 
to justify the ci.use of these acci¬ 
dents? Recently there has been 
elected by the people of Los An¬ 
geles a mayor who proposes to 
give to the city a clean admln'stra- 
tion and rid it of its vice. So if the 
people of Los Angelos ard vicinity 
desire to minimize the death tolls 
now prevalent, it can be done. It 
lies with the people themselves. 

"It is only necessary to pass a 
speed limit of 30 miles per hour, 
and its faithful enforcement by the 
officers and courts. Keep honest 
enforcement of ofiicers on the 
street and see that these laws are 
obey'd and let it be known that 
the laws apply to everyone, rich 
and poor, politicians, oflicials and 
even personal friends. Treat them 
all alike. 

"According to figures prepared 
by the National Safety council, 
where such laws as I have indi¬ 
cated are in effect, the city of 
Providence, R. I., had a death rate 
of 4.7 per 100,000 population for 
the first six months of 1938, while 
the average for cities of the same 
population is J4.9. Milwaukee, 
where similar laws as here recom¬ 
mended are in force, had a death 
rate of 5, and by way of contrast, 
one city for a similar period had a 
death rate of 23.9, or more than 
five limes as great. 

"What has beer done in Provi¬ 
dence and Milv/aukee can be done 
anywhere if there is a will to do it. 
It is merely a matter of choice, 
sp' Cd or safety. 

"After all, what have you done 
with the time you have saved by 
speed ?’’ 


A 30-mlle-an-hour speed limit 
to cut down traffic deaths was 
advocated today by Superior Judge 
James L. Allen, noted for his "red 
stripes" rule for persistent traffic 
law vic'ators. 

"Let me cut down th? speed," 
said Judge Allen, "and I will cut 
down the fatalities.” 

The judge’s speed-limit idea was 
introduced in Ed Ainsworth’s “El 
Camino Real" column in the Los 
Angeles Times. 

"What would happen," asked 
Ainsworth, "if anybody within the 
Los Angeles metropolitan area 
drove at a speed of less than 30 
miles an hour for ore day? Could 
you spare three more minutes for 
' your trip between Los Angeles and 
Hollyv'ood ? Do you think lives 
are worth saving?” 

Judge Allen, in advocating a 
lower speed limit, said: 

“Do you realize that a car go¬ 
ing 80 miles an hour travels 120 
feet a second? Is it ary wonder 
at such a speed a car cannot be 
kept under control? Speed is the 
cause of 85 per cent of all acci- 
■ dents. This being true, we must 
cut the speed to curtail the 
dangers. Let me cut down the 
speed and I will cut down the 
fatalities. 

"Many objectors would protest 
that a speed of 30 miles per hour 
is u: necess.arily slow; that they 
I are being penalized because of a 
I few witless drivers, 'f you will 
I drive a car from Los Angeles to 
Hollywood at the present rate of 
speed, doing everything possible to 
ac elerate its progress, and a 
second driver covering the same 
territory at 30 miles per hour and 
lobserving every rule of the road.

A Fullerton grammar school 
ghl had a deformed, twisted right 
leg. The limb was almost use¬ 
less. Now she can walk, and with 
the continued use of brace and 
treatments, she will be restored 
to normal life. 

» • • 

These are but two brief para¬ 
graphs in a series of human inter¬ 
est stories which could fill a'book. 
The work has been in progress 
since 1921, when the Crippled 
Children’s Relief Association of 
Orange County first began oper¬ 
ating. 

• « ■ 

The association attempts to help 
physically handicapped children of 
the county whose parents are 
financially unable to provide 
needed treatments. A staff of in¬ 
vestigators works without pay for 
the association, seeking out needy 
crippled children. 

• « • 

Many a heart-breaking story is 
unfolded in the organization’s 
filea But many inspiring stories 
of curing cripples and restoring 
them to normalcy are also found 
there. 

• • • 

A large percentage of the chil¬ 
dren have been cured, so as to 
have an opportunity to grow into 
active citizens. 

• • * 

Cases are handled, where pos¬ 
sible, through the Orange county 
hospital, and, when necessary to 
secure special care, the child is 
taken elsewhere for treatment. 
The cases the association handles 
are these not cared for by the 
county of Orange. 

• • • 

The county schools department 
has a special corps of teachers 
employed to Instruct handicapped 
children, either at their homes or 
at the hospital. ’These teachers 
aid the work by keeping the asso- 
eiaticHi inform^ of the progress 
of the patient. 

« « « 

Key point in the association’s 
function: "The association stands 
between the menace of a life-long 
handicap and the possibility of a 
child’s taking his place with 
ethers, and enjoying to a degree 
an ordinary life of usefulness.” 

• • * 

It’s a non-profit organization, 
and cares for crippled children 
under the age of 21, regardless of 
color, creed or nationality—pro¬ 
vided their parents are unable to 
provide the treatment. 

• • « 

Much of the work is with In¬ 
fantile paralysis victims, and it 
was for this work that the asso¬ 
ciation was first organized. It 

later expanded its service to in¬ 
clude all types of needy crippled 
children. 

• • « 

Probably the most Important 
piece of work has been supplsing 
artificial limbs and braces Some 
of these have been gifts. Others 
were purchased, and the recipients 
are paying back as they are able. 
(An artificial leg sometimes costs 
as high as $200.) 

* * • 

Bulk of the work is furnishing 
braces, and getting the children to 
a hospital for treatment. A hos¬ 
pital, as one investigator said, can¬ 
not go out and look for persons 
to treat—they have to be brought 
to the hospital before anything 
can be done for them. 

• • • 

TTiere are 18 officers and direc¬ 
tors. They each serve as investi¬ 
gators in their districts, work 
without pay. One director, who 
made it clear he wasn’t complain¬ 
ing, said it sometimes costs him 
from $100 to $200 a year. 

« • • 

Here’s some typical expendi¬ 
tures: Hospital bed and mattress, 
dental work, payments on two iron 
lungs recently purchased by two 
hospitals, artificial leg, arch sup¬ 
port and repairs to a brace, 
glasses, glass eye, flowers for a 
Japanese child’s funeral, transpor¬ 
tation of a girl to the county hos¬ 
pital regularly for treatment, 
shoes, crutchea a Christmas party 
for handicapped children. 

• • • 

The association once helped se¬ 
cure panda of one of their earlier 
patients from the county Jail. An¬ 
other unusual case was the pur¬ 
chase of a wig for a beautiful high 
school girl who was completely 
bald; she suffered acute embar¬ 
rassment until the association pur¬ 
chased a wig for her. 

• • B 

Several cases have been under 
the care of the association since 
its beginning. IHustratlon: A little 
El Modena boy whose leg was am¬ 
putated because of infection was 
given an artificial limb, but new 
limbs are needed as he grows older. 

• • B 

Big majority of the children 
range in age from approximately 
7 to 13 srears of age, or there¬ 
abouts.

DIE IN FIRE: 

LOSS IS SKDO 

Damage estimated at more than 
$1000 resulted from a chicken- 
ranch fire near First street and 
Verano road, west of Santa Ana, 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Flames swept through a mod¬ 
ern 30 by 60-foot bam, destroying 
the entire structure and killing 
more than 1000 baby chicks and 
between 60 and 100 pullets ixjlong- 
ing to Luther M. Turner, Santa 
Ana radio store proprietor. 

Origin of the fire was undeter¬ 
mined by the state forestry serv¬ 
ice of Orange and the Garden 
Grove fire department, which sent 
two trucks to the scene, but it was 
believed that straw in the building 
was ignited by sparks from an 
electric fly-catcher, or from a 
short in the wiring system. 

Feed and tools, in addition to 
I the chicks, were destroyed by the 
blaze, which left only a concrete 
floor remaining in the wood 
structure, 

A house approximately 30 feet 
from the chicken barn was saved 
through the quick work of the 
Garden Grove fire department, 
which was on the scene shortly 
after a call at 3 ;35 p. m. Flames 
from the barn were spreading fast 
becau.se of a wind blowing in the 
direction of the tenants' house. 

A few portable coops near the 
chicken barn were destroyed, but 
most of the coops housing Turn¬ 
er's full-grown chickens were out 
of the danger zone.

James Roosevelt Insurance 
Fee Case Decided by Court; 
Rival Loses Fight for Cash 


BOSTON. iJPi —In a legal bat¬ 
tle over the commission on an 
j $850,000 insurance policy in which 
I James Roosevelt shared, a court- 
! appointed auditor today found 
that a rival insurance broker was 
' "not entitled to recover” in his 
I suit again.st one of Boston’s big- 
I gest banks. 

I Completing a five months’ 
^ study of the evidence. Auditor 
j F. Delano Putnam filed the final 
I draft of his report in superior 
; court. 

He handed Arthur D. Cronin 
the initial setback in his attempt 
to obtain $31,750, plus interest, 
which he claimed was due him de¬ 
spite the action of the National 
Shawmut bank in giving the lu¬ 
crative policy to another insur¬ 
ance firm with which the Presi¬ 
dent's eldest son was connected. 

James Roosevelt recently re¬ 
plied in a magazine article to as¬ 
sertions that he had obtained large 
insurance accounts because of his 
prominence as a member of the 
nation's first family. 

The auditor found that "one of 
the principal reasons” why the 
! bank did not accept the insur¬ 
ance proposal offered by Cronin 


was the "close, personal friend¬ 
ship” of a vice-president of the 
bank "for James Roosevelt.” 

Putnam emphasized the banker’s 
decision to “see to it” that Roose¬ 
velt shared in the commission was 
made” with no hope for expecta¬ 
tion of favors to the defendant 
(Roosevelt’s father having in 1933 
^come President of the United 
States) and with no thought of 
repaying Roosevelt and Sargent 
for past favors done by them for 
the defendant.” 

In reviewing the background of 
the case, Putnam reported that 
the President's son and John A. 
Sargent, both Harvard graduates, 
had formed an Insurance partner¬ 
ship named Roosevelt and Sargent 
In 1931. 

“Although Sargent was by far 
the abler and more experienced^ 
man, and had built up a substan¬ 
tial Insurance brokerage business,” 
the auditor added, "Roosevelt's 
name was put first in the firm 
name because his father was at 
that time governor of New ITork 
and the name of Roosevelt was 
much better known than that of 
Sargent and his (Roosevelt’s) fam¬ 
ily connection was an Important 
consideration.”

You did 
not do so, and we therefore are 
compelled to require you hereafter 
to submit all scripts 48 hours in 
advance of broadcast and to ad¬ 
vise you that this station will not 
carry anything by any speaker 
calculated to spread racial and 
religious hatred; intolerance or 
strife in America” 


DETROIT, (fl*) — Associates of 
the Rev. Charles E. Coughlin said 
today the Royal Oak, Mich., priest 
would be unable to supply radio 
station WMCA of New York with 
advance copies of his Sunday ad¬ 
dresses 48 hours before the broad¬ 
casts were made, as requested by 
radio station officials. 

E. Perrin Schwartz, editor of 
Father Coughlin’s weekly mag¬ 
azine, social justice, pointed out 
the 48 hour deadline set by sta¬ 
tion officials would expire at 4 
p. m. today. 

"Father Coughlin never prepares 
his Sunday speeches that far in 
advance,” Schwartz said. 

Schwartz said Father Coughlin 
was at an undisclosed place out¬ 
side the city preparing his Sun¬ 
day address.

F. D. R. RAPS 
AT POLICIES 
OF DICTATORS 

WARM SPRINGS, Ga. iJP\— 
Through the medium of Thanks¬ 
giving telegram. President Roose¬ 
velt was on record again today— 
at least by Implication—in op¬ 
eration to policies of dictator na¬ 
tions. 

Departing from an otherwise 
perfunctory address at a holiday 
dinner last night the chief execu¬ 
tive read a telegram—one of 
greetings—from Eddie Cantor, 
the actor, as follows: 

“May you and yours have a 
happy Thanksgiving. I am thank¬ 
ful I can live in a country where 
all leaders can sit down on 
Thanksgiving day and carve up a 
turkey Instead of a map.” 

The message, the President re¬ 
marked before reading it over 
coast to coast chains, "gives me 
a thought we can all think over.” 

The President spoke at the an¬ 
nual Founders’ day banquet of 
the Warm Springs foundation for 
infantile paralysis. Mrs. Roose¬ 
velt sat beside him as he re¬ 
counted to the 80 crippled pa¬ 
tients and their families, and the 
the foundation staff, progress of 
the health colony he established 
here a dozen years ago. 

The advance text given to cor¬ 
respondents had contained no hint 
of foreign affairs. It was not un¬ 
til Mr. Roosevelt reached an ante 
room to Georgia hall, where he 
spoke in the huge combination 
dining-assembly room that it be¬ 
came known he had decided to 
amplify his talk. He called a 
reporter over and tipped him off 
to watch closely at the close of 
his address. 

The President referred to Can¬ 
tor as "an old friend.” The mo¬ 
tion picture-radio entertainer has 
been a leader in raising funds for 
use in combatting Infantile para¬ 
lysis by means of the annual 
Roosevelt birthday balls. 

The President at conclusion of 
the dinner. interspersed with 
stunts by young patients in wheel 
chairs and rolling beds, made an¬ 
other brief talk in which he spoke 
of the "determination and cour¬ 
age” of those making comebacks 
from a disease he conquered years 
ago himself. 

He said he hoped, after his 
57th birthday next Jan. 30. to 
have permanent chapters of the 
national foundation for infantile 
paralysis set up in every country 
of the land. 

Under a change in financial ar- 
rangement.s, he said, half of all 
funds raised in each county will 
be retained in tru.st for the chap¬ 
ters for local use, the other half 
going to the foundation for the 
national campaign of research.

The assistant commissar. Man- 
ford Ishmael, 18-year-old high 
school sophomore of Oklahoma 
City, told the Post-Dispatch today 
by telephone he formed the St. 
Louis branch last June when he 
was here looking for a job as a 
grocery clerk, chauffeur or air¬ 
plane pilot. He has a student 
pilot’s license. 

Ishmael said the “C?C,” or 
curiosity club, had IZB members 
in all in Oklahoma City, St. Louis, 
Los Angeles, New York and 
Youngstown, O. 

The primary purpose of the or¬ 
ganization was to study political 
science, Ishmael said. He denied 
it was in favor of a revolution 
but said it believed some commu¬ 
nistic form of government would 
be an improvement on the present 
one. 

Members of the St. Louis group 
ranged in age from 17 to 25 and 
included high school and college 
students, a waitress, automobile 
mechanic, grocery clerk, delivery 
boy and soda fountain irl.

Also there were Uruguayan Min¬ 
ister Jose Richling; Norman Davis, 
chairman of the American Red 
Cross; Argentia Ambassador Fel¬ 
ipe Espil; Ecuadorean Ambassador 
(5olon Eloy Alfaro; Peruvian Am¬ 
bassador Manuel Freyre Santan¬ 
der, and Ellis O. Briggs, acting 
chief of the Latin-American divi¬ 
sion of the state department. 

In New York Hull will meet 
other members of the United 
States delegation, including Alfred 
M. Landon. 

The group will sail at 5 p. m. 
on the Grace liner Santa Clara. 
With them will be state depart¬ 
ment aides, secretaries and a num¬ 
ber of Washington diplomats who 
will represent Latin American na¬ 
tions. 


Before his departure from the 
capital, Hull h^ a long confer¬ 
ence with Undersecretary Welles, 
a Latin American expert. 

Their discussion revolved in 
part around the Lima conference 
and In part around the foreign 
problems likely to arise during the 
next few weeks. 

One of these concerns relations 
with Germany, about which Am- 
Imssador Hugh R. Wilson of Ber¬ 
lin will report to President Roose¬ 
velt this week-end at Warm 
Springs, Ga. Wilson was due in 
New York late today, having been 
summoned home at the President’s 
request. 

(Jermanys economic advance in 
South America will receive indi¬ 
rect consideration at the Lima con¬ 
ference, which state department 
officials consider the most impor¬ 
tant meeting of the 21 Pan-Ameri¬ 
can republics ever held. 

The delegates will study their 
mutual military and political prob¬ 
lems as well as economic matters. 
Although not formally on the 
agenda. President Roosevelt’s re¬ 
cent proposal for reciprocal de¬ 
fense of the American republics 
is expected to be an important 
topic of inter-republic conversa¬ 
tions.

On Oct. 6 the United States complained to Tokyo that 
the Open Door in China was being systematically closed 
to its nationals, and protested against “unwarranted inter¬ 
ference” with American rights in that area. Japan’s reply, 
now at hand, is as thoroughly Japanese as a dish of 
sukiyaki. 

“In the face of the new situation” (in Cliina), the 
note concludes, “any attempt to apply to the conditions of 
today and tomorrow the inapplicable ideas and principles 
of the past, neither would contribute to the peace of East 
Asia nor solve the immediate issues.” 

Thus officially Japan propounds the breath-taking 
doctrine that treaties are worthless insofar as they bind 
the interested parties to a future course of action. In 
other words, the Nine-Power Treaty signed at Washington 
in 1922 has now lost its validity because of what has hap¬ 
pened since—mostly, of course, at the hands of Nippon. 
* * » 

Nor is this merely our interpretation. “International 
treaties with declarations,” elucidated the influential 
Tokyo daily, Asahi, “are nothing more than legalization 
of the international situation that prevailed at the time 
of their conclusion. The status quo is never permanent, 
but must be changed according to the lapse of time and 
prevailing circumstances.” 

Regardless, therefore, of what Japan solemnly prom¬ 
ised China and the other powers in the past, she appar¬ 
ently has no intention of living up to those promises now. 
In 1922 she signed an agreement to respect China’s ter¬ 
ritorial and administrative integrity and not to interfere 
with the Open Door and equality of opportunity for others. 
Nine years later, in 1931, she changed her mind and 
invaded Manchuria. Since that time she has steadily 
pressed the invasion. Coveting Chinese territory, trade 
and raw materiais, she is simply taking them. To hell 
with treaties and signatures! 

The idea itself is not exactly new in international rela¬ 
tions. What is dazzlingly new, however, is that any civil¬ 
ized nation would have the gall officially to espouse it as 
a policy. 

If Radio Is to Be Probed ... 

Today’s Associated Press dispatches report that 
Senator White, Main Republican, wants to investigate 
radio. 

He wants to know about chain control of stations, 
newspaper interests in radio, super-power permits and 
other weighty matters. 

Senator White, we believe, better could employ his 
time by investigating radio’s lack of a sense of respon¬ 
sibility. 

’The nation-wide broadcast of the “attack from Mars” 
was a case in point. Millions were shocked by that sensa¬ 
tion. The resuit was about the same as if newspapers over 
the nation had issued screaming extra editions and sent 
leather-lunged boys into every home neighborhood yelling, 
“United States attacked by men from Mars. Beware the 
death gas, which is killing thousands.” 

Newspapers, however, do not do that. They have 
developed a sense of responsibility to the public. 

Senator White might also find out about the phoney 
oil leases, the funny insurance policy schemes and the vari¬ 
ous medicines that can buy radio time, but which every 
self-respecting newspaper turns down. 

Those who work in newspapers know the public’s lack 
of confidence in radio broadcasts. When some particu¬ 
larly haywire statement is made on the radio, newspaper 
telephones ring steadiiy for hours. Radio listeners will 
not believe the radio until newspaper confirmation is 
obtained. And that situation is radio’s own fault. 


Good Appointments 


Orange county officials are not elected on the basis 
of partisan affiliations. The system has its advantage 
in that elected officers are free from the “pay-off” expec¬ 
tancy. 

It gives the official a wide range of selection, and 
inasmuch as there are no party handcuffs he can, with 
freedom, discretion and impartiality, make his choice, 
not only for the efficient conduct of his office, but for the 
best interests of the people whom he is expected to serve. 
Wise officials look both to the personnel and the ultimate 
purpose of a public servant, for the official never gets 
larger than the people who created the office and elected 
him to it. 

In this connection The Journal wishes to felicitate 
Sheriff-elect Jesse Elliott and District Attorney-elect 
George Holden in the selections they have thus far 
announced for their official personnel. Most of the men 
selected have either had previous experience in the posi¬ 
tions they are to fill, or professional contact which will 
readily serve them in their official capacities. 

More Education Needed 

The mighty Los Angeles Times, eventually getting 
smart, says it will not call the Southern California desert 
wind a “Santa Ana” any more. 

Remaining ignorant, however, is the Los Angeles 
Herald-Express, which used the expression, “Santa Ana 
wind,” in a page one head yesterday. 

The desert wind is not a product of Santa Ana. It 
does not start here, nor stop here. It is general over a 
wide area and, if it must be named for a city, might as 
well be called a Riverside wind, or a Colton wind. 

The ignorant refer to it as a “Santa Ana” because of 
a confusion over words. ’The real name of the wind is 
“santana,” meaning “desert-devil” wind, coined by Span¬ 
iards generations ago.

Capitol

ST. PAUL, Minn. —fSpecial) 
There's nothing like a trip an und 
the country after election to 
strengthen your faith in Ameri¬ 
can democracy. We become very 
heated up during election cam¬ 
paigns and our ears are deafened 
with shouts that if somebody isn’t 
elected, or if somebody else is 
beaten, it’s the end of democracy, 
prosperity, and everything else. 
After election, calm settles over 
the scene. The transfers of pow¬ 
er take place amid nothing more 
exciting than inaugural parades 
marching behind noisy brass 
bands. 

I have been in two of the states 
where the turn over was sharpest. 
In Wisconsin, the La Follette pro¬ 
gressive regime was turned out 
by the republicans. In Minne¬ 
sota, the farmer-labor regime 
was turned out by the republi¬ 
cans. But both states are taking 
it in their stride. The La Fol- 
lettes are sitting tight, confident 
that the republicans will proceed 
to hang themselves. Here in 
Minnesota, the 31-year-old re¬ 
publican candidate for governor, 
Harold Stassen, was elected on 
a campaign which was quite pro¬ 
gressive and not far from some of 
the farmer-labor ideas. 

And the farm-labor crowd, now 
going out of control, is planning, 
of all things, to support republi¬ 
can Governor-elect Stassen in 
many of his campaign promises. 

The farmer-labor people in 
Minnesota say Stassen’s talk 
sounds all right. Sounds liberal. 
Very well. They will call his 
bluff and will not only support 
his program but will actually in¬ 
troduce bills embodying some of 
his campaign pledges. They, 
explain, they’ll see whether Stas¬ 
sen, the republican means busi¬ 
ness or whether he is a fake lib¬ 
eral. Of course the farmer-labor- 
ites figure that behind Stassen is 
a crowd of reactionary republi¬ 
cans preparing to take over. They 
figure that Stassen will either 
have to go along with the reac¬ 
tionaries in his party or else they 
will roll over him in the legis¬ 
lature and vote him down. 

1 sat at luncheon in Minneapo¬ 
lis with a small group of busi¬ 
nessmen. Most, probably all of 
them, were republicans. I asked 
them what the election meant. 
They said that in Minnesota it 
meant largely a protest against 
labor racketeering and neglect of 
the farmers, so far as Minnesota 
is concerned, and nationally a 
protest against some of the 
methods of the Roosevelt admin¬ 
istration. They said that it was 
not a vote of confidence in the 
republican party but a vote of 
protest against some things that 
have been done. But there was 
no crowing, no feeling that the 
country is going tory. On the 
contrary, a feeling of responsi¬ 
bility, that the new crowd must 
make good. 

All of which is related prin¬ 
cipally to show how America 
takes its elections, to show that 
underneath the campaign froth 
and sparring is a spirit of rea¬ 
sonableness and common sense 
and balance that is rediscovered 
with especial relief at this time 
when other parts of the world are 
caught in the grip of the most ap¬ 
palling mass hysteria. 

It is almost as if in the univer¬ 
sal reaction of horror at the bru¬ 
tal radical excesses in Germany 
a new resolve is being made by 
the American people to cling fast 
to the road of reason and toler¬ 
ance. 

Alfred P. Sloan of General Mo¬ 
tors, who has become something 
of a symbol of conservatism, an¬ 
nounces a new annual-wage 
plan, a most far-reaching prece¬ 
dent in enlightened industrialism. 

Roosevelt appoints Landon, his 
republican opponent of 1936, to 
the American delegation to the 
Lima Pan-American conference. 
He also appoints the daughter of 
John L. Lewis. The wage-and- 
hour legislation, one of the most 
advanced measures of the New 
Deal, has gone into effect with 
little commotion. The business 
world has shown it can make 
h u m a n i t arian readjustments 
which the times call for without 
having to cry it out at the wailing 
wall. 

These and many more incidents 
of the last few days testify to tol¬ 
erant democracy in action. They 
show readjustments at work, and 
transfers of political power being 
quietly made. 

And if you can see these things, 
in contrast with the medieval 
persecution and brutal intoler¬ 
ance in Europe, without feeling 
that the American way of life, 
with all its shortcomings, is not 
the most satisfactory method that 
mankind has found for living side 
by side, then God help you, be¬ 
cause nothing else will.

Science News

Potatoes were not Introduced in¬ 
to England by Sir Francis Drake or 
Sir Walter Raleigh or anybody 
else; they made the voyage in the 
other direction and were Intro¬ 
duced into Virginia from England 
by way of Bermuda. 

This upset of what has always 
been accepted as history comes 
from a new Field museum publica¬ 
tion, a posthumous work by the 
late Dr. Berthold Laufer, (The 
American Plant Migration. Part I; 
The Potato.) 

There is no authentic record of 
potatoes in North America prior 
to 1621, Dr. Laufer declares. In 
that year the Virginia colonists. In 
dire distress because of crop fail¬ 
ure, received a quantity of pota¬ 
toes in ■ relief ship sent by the 
governor of Bermuda. They saved 
enough for seed, and cultivation 
was thus established. 

Yet a quarter of a century before 
that, the famous English herbalist 
John Gerard, published an enthu¬ 
siastic description of the potato, 
with I fairly accurate picture, 
stating that he had grown the 
plant in his own garden, from seed 
brought “from Virginia.” This 
statement has been partly respon- 
■ sible for the long-held belief that 
the Virginia colonists learned po¬ 
tato planting from the Indians. 

The apparent discrepancy does 
not bother Dr. Laufer, who points 
out that mis-labeled seeds and 
specimens are frequently, received 
by even the best-managed of mod¬ 
em museums, so "why get excited 
over a wrong label of the sixteenth 
century? 

If it was an English potato that 
came to Virginia, It apparently 
was an Irish potato that emigrat¬ 
ed to New England, for the record 
! contains a story of Introduction by 
, Scotch-Irish colonists in New 
I Hampshire in 1719. 

Potatoes were first carried to 
Europe by the Spaniards, after 
Iheir conquest of Peru. They were 
little apnreciated In Spain how¬ 
ever. and it was not until they had 
become established in Italy that 
they had a really active center of- 
-ultivation. and a base from which 
they could make their way. usual- 
,v against stiffly prejudiced oppo¬ 
sition, Into northern and western 
'^urone,

WASHINGTON.—One little no¬ 
ticed problem the president faces 
in streamlining his cabinet may 
play a decisive part in the selection 
of new members. This is the mat¬ 
ter of too much representation 
from New York, the president’s 
home state. 

At present there are three New 
Yorkers in the cabinet, Jim Far¬ 
ley, Henry Morgenthau and Miss 
Perkins. And they are going to 
stay in the cabinet, despite the 
recurring rumors of their early 
departure None has any intention 
of resigning, and Roosevelt does 
not contemplate asking them. If 
Miss Perkins should quit volun- 
larily he wouldn’t try to stop her. 
Privately he might like to replace 
her. but he will make no move to 
do so forcibly. 

From time to time Farley has 
talked about getting out because i 
of strained personal finances. But I 
the $75,000 he got recently for ] 
his political memoirs cleared the 
skies, and with his eye on 1940, 
Jim Is sticking around Morgen¬ 
thau would leave only if Roose- ! 
velt asked him to leave. There is 
little likelihood of that ever hap¬ 
pening 

Thus, with three New Yorkers 
already in the cabinet, the presi¬ 
dent must think twice before add¬ 
ing any more. And that puts him 
in a dilemma because the two lieu¬ 
tenants he is most anxious to ele¬ 
vate. Solicitor General Robert 
Jackson and Relief Administrator 
Harry Hopkins, have their politi¬ 
cal roots in New York, although 
born in Pennsylvania and Iowa, 
respectively. 

Five out of ten cabinet mem¬ 
bers from one state is bad politics 
and no one knows It better than 
Roosevelt. 

GEOGRAPHIC HITCH 

Were it not for this factor. Jack- 
son, young liberal, outstanding in I 
four years with the justice depart¬ 
ment, would be as certain to step 
into Cummings’ shoes as day fol¬ 
lows night. But because of the 
geographic problem, it is quite pos¬ 
sible that Roosevelt will decide to 
give the prize to Gov. Frank Mur¬ 
phy of Michigan, who went down 
in the recent election. 

In ability and crusading fervor 
there is little difference between 
the two men. Also, like Jackson, 
Murphy is one of the president’s 
band of left-wing intimates who 
have been trying to pry open a 
cabinet place for him for a long 
time. 

Significant of the president’s In¬ 
decision is his silence. He hasn’t 
said a word to either Jackson or 
Murphy about the attorney gener¬ 
alship. 

HOPKINS PREFERRED 

In a choice between Hopkins or 
Jackson going into the cabinet, 
Hopkins will get the preference. 

■The bond between the WPA boss 
and the president is very strong. 
Next to son Jimmy, the president 
is more warmly attached to Hop¬ 
kins than to any other man. Be¬ 
cause of this, when Commerce Sec¬ 
retary Dan Roper is finally pried 
loose from the government pay¬ 
roll it’s a good bet that despiU 
the geographic handicap Hopkins 
will get the job. 

It is also a very good bet that 
Roper will be out before the boys 
on Capitol hill open their batter¬ 
ies on the WPA. Roper’s state¬ 
ment last week that he was not 
contemplating resignation should 
b« taken with a grain of salt. He 
is on his way to a long overdue 
exit, and the chances are very good 
that he will make it before the 
flisl oi tha xsum. 


JEWISH COLONIES 

One imoortant tipoff on the rea¬ 
son why the nazis are fuming the 
knife In the wound of Jewish per¬ 
secution lies in the present Ger¬ 
man demand for colonies. 

The pre-war German colonies 
in Africa are already under dis¬ 
cussion In London as an outlet for 
German Jews. Previously Cham¬ 
berlain had been discussing the 
oossibility of their return to Ber¬ 
lin. 

Even If the British should throw 
open these territories to emigra¬ 
tion, the nazi.4 mieht forbid ths 
Jews from leaving Germany, and 
dem''nd the return of the colonies 
on the promi.se that the Jcwi 
would be allowed to go there. 

Nazi strategy is to exnloit ev¬ 
ery possibility to gain their col¬ 
onial ends, and the barbarous at¬ 
tacks on the Jews are an excellent 
wedge for this purpose. 

The nazis are very adept at mak¬ 
ing promises they have no inten¬ 
tion of keening. Once they got their 
hands on the colonies they would 
be the maj.fors. and an attemnt to 
make them live up to their pledge 
would be hotly denounced as "in¬ 
terference In domestic affairs."

Ancient Mud Bricks 
Better Than New Ones 

LONDON (By Science Service) 
—Mud bricks mixed with straw, 
such as have been used for thou¬ 
sands of years in Egypt and Meso¬ 
potamia, have been proven super¬ 
ior to modern baked bricks as 
heat insulators. It is reported In 
the weekly journal Nature, pub¬ 
lished here, by M K Nahas and 
F. H. Constable of the heat trans¬ 
mission research laboratory at 
Giza, Egypt. 

The experiments also showed 
that when the ancient Egyptian 
taskmasters oppressed the chil¬ 
dren of Israel by forcing them to 
find their own straw, they were 
cheating themselves For under 
those circumstances naturally the 
toilers would put in just enough 
straw to make the bricks stick to¬ 
gether, and it was found in the 
tests that bricks with normal 
straw content transmitted less 
than halt as much heat as did 
similar bricks with minimum 
straw.

— (Spe¬ 
cial) — First official announce¬ 
ment of the new synthetic fiber 
which will be a major rival for 
silk in the hosiery field is made 
here today by the E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours and company. It is 
made from a new material, "ny- 
1 Ion.” 

The statement confirms the first 
I announcement of the properties of 
! the new fiber which wa; prepared 
by Science Service and published 
a month ago. 

For half a year rumors of “fi- 
: her 66” traveled in chemical and 
textile circles but no official ad- 
■ mission of the now fiber's cxist- 
' once was made, even though—it 
' is now disclosed—a pilot plant was 
in operation In Wilmington produc¬ 
ing. small quantities of the new 
fiber. 

The new fiber is the work of 
many chemists, but patents for its 
production are in the name of the 
late Dr. W. H. Carothers, du Pont 
chemist. Basic Carothers patent is 
No. 2,130,948 with 56 broad claims 
which discloses eight specific ways 
of creating the fibers. 

Chemically the nylon fibers are 
' polyamides. Like natural silk 
they have a protein-like struc¬ 
ture. Filaments finer than silk or 
rayon can be spun. The filaments 
have amazing elastic recovery and 
great strength. These properties, 
plus the ability of the fibers to 
take common dyes easily, forecast 
the chemists’ goal of making 
sheer, two-thread hosiery with the 
wearing characteristics of the 
I four-thread, service-weight vari- 
: ety. 

But hosiery is not the only ap- 
I plication of the new nylon liber. 

; Because its diameter can be con- 
' trolled at will it can be produced 
for a variety ol products like 
brush bristles, racquet strings, 
fishing lines, woven dress goods, 
velvets, knitted and woven under- 
; wear. It can also be employed as 
a transparent wrapping film, for 
plastic compositions, textile fin¬ 
ishing agents and coated fabrics. 
Toothbrushes with the synthetic 
bristles are already on the mar¬ 
ket. 

Construction of an $8,000,000 
I plant at Seaford, Del., for the pro- 
' duction of the fiber will start in 
December, the du Pont company 
announces. Production from this 
plant will probably start in about 
a year.
